RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4th, December 1964 

No. 1/1/64-CBlM.— The question of reviewing the working of the present 
Media Units of the Information and Broadcasting Ministry In terms of Govern¬ 
ment’s responsibility and functioning In mass communications, has been engaging 
the attention of Government for some time. In order to evaluate the work at 
present being done by the various Units In the light of the high professional 
standards required of them, and with a view to suggesting measures both on a 
short-term and long-term basis, It has been decided to set up a Committee con¬ 
sisting of the following: —

2. The Committee will avail of the services of experts in different fields of 
mass communication as consultants, as necessary. 

3. The terms of reference of the Committee will be: — 

(1) to determine and define the role of the Ministry of Information and 

Broadcasting in terms of Government’s responsibility and functioning 
In mass communications, 

(2) to examine and evaluate the operation, policies, programmes and pro¬ 

ductions of the various media units of the Ministry, 

(3) to examine and assess, in general terms, the current and projected 

activities of the other Governmental agencies engaged in mass com¬ 
munications, 

(4) to indicate the extent to which these operations, policies, etc-, in each 

of the units meet the standards of an efficiently functioning unit m 
terms of: 

(a) the present objectives of the unit, and 

(b) the objectives of such a unit as determined in terms of reference 

No. 1, 

(5) to recommend appropriate changes, where necessary, to be made in the 

various media units, 

(6) to determine the desirability and feasibility of instituting a system of 

co-ordinating all Government activities in mass communications and 
specify what form such coordination should take, and 

(7) to draft a specific practicable programme of mass communications, with 

detailed reference to the media, facilities, personnel, funds and time 
required for implementation of the programme. 

4. The Chairman shall have power to co-opt additional members and to Invite 
such officials and non-officials to attend the meetings of the Committee, as he may 
consider necessary. 

5. The membership of this Committee will be honorary, but non-official mem¬ 
bers will be entitled to travelling and daily allowances in accordance with the 
orders contained In the Ministry of Finance’s Office Memorandum No. 0/26/E-IV/ 
50, dated the 5th September, 1960, as amended from time to time. Government 
officials, who are members of the Committee, will be governed in the matter of 
T.A. and D.A- by the rules ad applicable to them normally. 

0. The Committee will meet as often as considered necessary. The headquar¬ 
ters of the Committee will be at New Delhi, but the Committee may visit such 
other places as it deems fit, 

7. The Committee will evolve its own procedure. 

8. The Committee wiil submit its report to the Government as soon- as possible.

ment of Information and Publicity.
